Theodore 
Wetterstroam, secre- 


tary of the Ohio Pharmaceutical 
Association, reccommended use of 
the injunction 
to curb the ac- 


tivities of distillers who supply 
drug storaa with Impure liquor. 


"By enjoining a distiller 
from 


selling liquor in Ohio," he 
said, 


"he may be expected to come here 
to attempt to have th3 injunction 
lifted. Then we can prosecute him 
under the st;ite laws for furnish- 
in- liquor n;>t 
up 
to 
specifica- 


t'or.s." 


ONLY ONE IN STATE 


It was pointed out that at pres- 


ent th3re is only one legal dis- 
tillery in Ohio. Consequently much 
of 
the 
liquor 
now 
being sold 


comes from outside the state, and 
the distillers cannot be prosecuted 
under Ohio laws unless they come 
into the state.

ed "bottled in bond" to be legal. 


Chairman Edward T. Dixon, of 


the new liquor commission, hoped 
to curb the sale of impure liquor 
through 
the 
provision in 
the 


liquor law which requires 
the 


label on every package of liquor 
and on every bottle to state the 
ingredients, the age and alcoholic 
content. 


The combined state agencies 


proceeded quietly to check on the 
quality of drug store liquor, plan- 
ning to make an example of some 
distiller when a flagrant violation 
is detected and expecting this to 
cause other distillers to immedi- 
ately suppress any of their pro- 
duct which does not come up 
to 


specifications on the label.
